L frae Squire Squabbles Ha, caunty chirgy Saunny has 
been at auld Reeky, whair landert Laddys may glour their 
Weims fou at a hantla nip white ftane Biggins, fax, aught 
and thirtteen ftories hie; whilk wad mauk ony trow, 
that peepel thereawa are nmo_haff fae peer as they peep 
for lack o’ Coony 3 But weil I wat its na Leafing ava to 
ca’ thae amel them, wha hae meikle Graith, faufe anes ; 
becaufe in gude footh to grip hald of a’ the auld timmer 
Lands of fary Awners to be pow’d down to the Eard and 
bigged a’ bran new, they crifh maifter Warkmens Loofs 
to gie out, that they’re a’ like to fa’ down, and {moor 
kirften Sauls under them. 

At the Weftlin End o’ the bonny braw Town is the 
Maiden Cattle, fae ca’d be antick fecond fighted Weirds, 
wha {paed twa grit Troths, the tane 0’ the chanted marble 
ftool in your Lick-penny Ha’ (whilk ye ken was ftawn 
away frae my natiff Country be ane o’ your black-a-viced 
Ederds) and tither o” this Caftel, that its Maiden-hood 
Shud neer be taen frae hur be ony ffae whatfomever, na 
nd be ‘auld croufe, pawky Nolly himiel and a’ his mad- 
died. capernoited Sogers. For gin it maun be tauld, it was 
bigged fae lang fyne (na faul knaws whan) be the Peighs 
or Droichs, wha (as a’ our Granys hae tauld us) were 
thick, brade, big-baned, yet cutty fhort bodyed Warlucks 5 
but then they had arms and hands, houghs and limbs 
baith lang and flrang : And fae in gude Troth it mowght 
hae bein, for fa meikle as the Haff Moon in the Cattel 
(whair Muns-megg, thrawin gabbit Ket, the 7 Tittys, as 
mony Billys, and whow! how mony mae mukle grit Guns 
peek o’re the unipeelable Wa’) is hewen outen a hugeous 
hie Heugh or Cragg, and gars frem Fowks trow it be a’ 
ae muckle grit and lang itane.

In the Guts o’ the Town is the To’ booth for braken 
Dyvers, fik like Gorma’s and warfe ; the Luckenbooths 
for bonny-wallys ; ard the Parliament-Houfe for ufing di- 
ligence, cognofcing Caufes, ciking out Lawins, for Labor- 
rous and Cautions, Bands and Backbands, Hornings and 
Poyndings, Decreets, Sufpenfions, Interloquiturs, Declara- 
tors, Tuliments, Bruliments, Spuliments, and fik Intro- 


miffions and Pratiques as mauk mony Roupins of Gudes | 


and Auétions of Bewks. Forgainft it is the muckle grit- 
Kirk (I’ve torgot what Sanét thea ca’ it be, gif no Gyles) 
wi’ a hie ta’ crown’d fteeple, twa and twonty {pring_lilting, 
jig gogging, wig-wagging tinny wie Bells, and a bran new 
chopping Clock in it to repeat the Quarters, and tall whan 
it is twa Hours, Haff three and fik like Cramps and Cram- 
bos; but Gray-friers Kurk-Garth for a grit mony Alaba- 
fter ‘Tombs and a warld of auld faunters. Befouth the 
Cowgate in a Nook o’ the Town ftands be it fel the Col- 
ledge for mauking Mais Johns of peer Burfers, wham they 
firt try ona black ftane, and tha fkin and icud a’ their 
Noddles ore wi’ a lang Hote like black Cap or Bonnet.

There is lately publifhed a famous Print, under the 
Titk of The new grand Triumphal Arch, or, The Stage’s 
Giory, humbly infcribed to Hartequin, who is the Hero 
and chief fubjeét of this Piece. 
~.4 Villuftre, magnanime & heroique Arlequin, &c. 

To the noble, great, and heroick Harlequin, Baron 
ef Bonny Looks, Mafter of the poetical Academy, Direétor 
ef the Drama, fole Manager of the Stage, high and lo‘ty 
fabje&t of theatrical Performances ; the Town’s grand Di- 
verfion ; moft gallant with the fair Sex ; Tattler full of re- 
fin'd Eloquence ; favourite Buffoon of Momus; Mercury’s 
chief Agent ; Fortune’s Property ; Captain General of the 
Fops; renown’d for flight of Hand ; celebrated Bite; fa- 
mous Braggadocia $ Sharper of the higheit Rank, &c. ‘This 
Trophy is prefented by his humble fervant, Matthew Tire- 
fare, alias a imothy Squirt-well. 

The firft thing remarkable is a Scutcheon, embellifhed 
with part of the Hero’s accoutrement, and furrounded 
with the Girdle, or Belt, which, in my mind, is altoge- 
ther a fine_piece of Heraldry : The fupports are a Monkey 
and a Fox, as true emblems of craft, cunning, agillity, and 
flight of Hand : the Creft is a Satyr’s head of a hard, crofs, 
and ifl-featur’d Phyfiognomy, refembling much to a cer- 
tain vizard Mafk, [ve feldom fail’d fcetng whenever I’ve 
gone to the great Mafquerade. ‘The Motto iss Afutia mibi 
contigit. Craft is my lot. 

Over the top of the arch fits that lovely Coquette Co- 
LomBine, attended by Punen and Scaramoucn; the one 
keeping in harmony, with a falt-box and rowling-pin, to 
the other, who plays, as we may fuppofe, moft melodioufly 
on the Guitarre ; and it is not to be doubted but the wag- 
gifh CoLomeine, to join in confert with ’em, is, at the 
fame time, finging fome comick, equivocal French fong, 
that bears a fmutty burthen. They, all three, join in the 
label that helps to adorn the topof the arch. Affis ef 
nobis fruétus qui contigit illi. We reap the benefit of 
that craft which is his lot. ; 

Within the arch, on acloud, fits Fotry, with her pro- 

r attributes, viz. arattle in her right hand, and ahob- 
by-horte in her lett. 

She is accompany’d by her darling filter Fortune, 

who is reprefented holding her wheel with her left hand, 
and alfo a wreath, to adorn, as we may fuppole, the brow 
of the Hero, when he'll be arriv’d at his journey’s end, 
which, no doubt, is Mount Parnaffus: where he, moft cer- 
stainly, refolves to fet up new laws for the Mutes, after ha- 
ving difplac’d Apoxio, and appearing himlelf at the head 
of the great poctical affembly. 

I’ve heard {ome people find fault with the manner where- 
in Fortune is reprefented in this piece, faying fhe ihould be 
blind-folded, and ftanding in a tottering potture on a ball; 
but this I'll fay, in defence of the Author, that tho’ For- 
vung is a Goddeis, fhe, in all probability, my be tired 
with ftanding a long while upon one foot; and tho’ our 
foreign Projectors have reftor’d her to her fight, that feerms 
not altogether amifs, fince the fame of the Hero having, 
moft certainly, reach’d her ears, fhe was over-power'd by 
the {pirit of curiofity, that deluding tempter of the fair 
fex, to lay afide her Band for once, that fhe might fatiate 
her eye-fight with fo bright and proper an object. 

Her right hand holds a purfe turned upfide down, out 
of which feveral picces fall into the Hero’s hat, which ap- 
pears full of "em; he holding it with extraordinary care, 
leaft any of ‘em fhould fall afide. Mean while fhe fpeaks 
to Foiiy in thefe terms ; Propter te folum in illum perpe- 
tuo conferam benefisia. For thy fake only I'll continually 
heap my favours on him. 

The cunning Hero, full of fortune’s gifts, has had pre- 
caution enough, I find, leaft his heart fhould fail him in 
his journey along the rugged mountain, to fecure himfelf 
by the means of two moft eminent conductors, viz. the 
Docror, a fly, penetrating, old Fellow, and Pierro, truly 
honeft and fool-hardy, who gives his right hand to the 
Hero, and with his left holds a quarter-{taff, a ftout wea- 
pon, which may prove of great {uccour againft Highway- 
men and Footpads ; who, now and then, happen to be 
troublefome on the road. In fuch a cafe the fierce looking 
Docror is able to fcare them with prefenting to em his 
two glifter-pipes, which, to be fure, they'll very readily 
take for blunderbuffes. Befides, the {aid inftruments will, 

robably, be of great fervice in their own proper ule, the 
Hero fhewing by his looks, and the poiture he is in, that 
it will not be long ec’es he'll ftand in need of ‘em. 

The Docror in that capacity, fo much in requeft amongft 
the French, has all in seadineis for that purpofe, even to 
his fpeétacles, and fays, Now /uficit waa, one only is not 
fufficient. 

Piero is a man of known fincerity, as pleinly appears by 
the motto under his feet. Semper fatur ove jentiat. He 
always {peaks as he thinks. ; 

Thar’s atalent, which, I very much fear, will prevent 
his ever coming to any great preferinent ; tho’ fortune runs 
in his mind, as plainly appears by what he, moft couragi- 
oufly fays, Audatter pergamus aur Fortuna fuvet. Let us 
go on Wath afusance Gpce fartune is our iricnd. 





Under the mountain appears a cave Or cell, which as I take 
it, fhould be the difmal and gloomy habitation of malice 
and envy: the fpawn of thofe monfters appearing in di- 
vers charaéters, attacking the Hero with tengue and pen. 

The firft isa grand Crrricx, who has made it his daily 
practice to give our Hero a world of uneafinefs in all he 
could ; who makes himfelf particular in openly fcandalifing 
all Pantomine entertainments and dumb fhews ; and fatyri- 
fing on all that is any way out of his ftile, efpecially on what 
is moft fublime in the Hero. Satyram fublimiorum merent. 
I fatirife on what is moft fublime. : 

The fecond is a thorough-pac’d Footman and ring-leader 
of the upper gallery, who hiffes at the Hero, and fays 
Semper firideo, Vm very noify. 

The Annotator has done well in making one remark this 
figure to be a Footman, elfe I fhould have gone nigh to have 
taken him for one, who indeed in that coat, did once occupy 
a place in the upper gallery; but upon fomething, I know 
not what, that happen’d, without breaking his neck, leap’d 
from thence into one of the fide boxes, where he has often, 
fince that, appear’d in a grand figure 

The third is aFemate Wit. This damfel is known 
full well by the great works fhe has given birth to: fhe is 
pretty {mutiy in her writings, as you may eafily perceive 
by what fle confidently fays, Ni/ me pudet, nothing fhames 
me; and conf-quently is no partifan of the Hero, he being, 
as all mutt allow, a true mirror of modetty. 

The fourth and lait is a fo mal rigid TraGepy WRITER. 
This difmal wretch is one of .your tyrannick Poets, full of 
{pleen and ill-nature againft the comick Party. He likes no- 
thing but what tends to fire and {word, dagger and poi- 
fon: and, indeed, what he fays fuits entirely with his cha- 
ra€ter, Cuigue mibique molefius, Lam uneafy to the world 
and my felt. 

After thefe figures, the Hero himfelf is fingled out, in his 
turn, by the Annotators, who make him iay, fpeaking of 
his two wife conductors, Tam cautis jociis extra invidiam 
firmor,® Such prudent companions will fecure me above the 
reach of gpvy: , 

Near the hero is a {mall piece of french poetry, in irre- 
gular veric, the flile whereof is fo heroick, that more I 
think can’t be faid, was it toeverfo great a Statefman or 
General of an army. , 

‘Triomphe et que l’envie, &c. which I have attempted in 
Englith, tho‘ inferior I owndo the beauty it bears in french. 

- Hail Harlequin! o’er envy ftill 
Triumphant be; and may thy name, 
In gold, henceforward help to fill 
The lafting great records of fame. 
As to the verfes on the pedeftai, Ithink they are matchlefs 
tor the’r Leauty. Can any thing be greater, loftier, and of 
a ingher file ? 

What's more in Hercules, &c. 

On the rieht hand, over the cornifh, isalitt'e Genius, ho'd- 
ing and exrolling, as the Anotator informs us, the great 
dramatick piece of Tom Thums; and on the other fide, an- 
other Genius holds and extoiis that moft excellent hurly- 
burly rhapfody of Hurlothrumbo. Thefe two pieces are 
certainly worthy our appiauic, for their moft fingular 
taftes. 

Next is The Beggar’s Opera, that moft celebrated piece, 
which will be tamous in all ages : our Author has caus d it 
to be reprefented in that beautiful fcene tetween Macke 
HEATH and Potty, when they are taking their leaves of 
each other in the fof-¢% terms love can inf; ire them with ; 
aud as one wou’d think, are come to thofe incomparable 
fongs, Were I laid on Greenland’s Coafts, and, O what 
pain it is to part!
